At four o'clock last Sunday afternoon the chequered flag was 
dropped to signify the end of the forty second Le Mans 24 hour 
race. This year, the third in succession, victory went to the French 
Matra-Simca Team. To win Le Mans once is a fine achievement 
but three times in a row is a major feat these days. 

Matra are, at the moment, only in racing to win Le Mans with 
the world manufacturer's championship being a secondary aim. 
Last year they won both and they have gone a long way towards 
achieving the same this year. In doing this they have had the 
talents of all the best French racing drivers but one in particular 
must go alongside Matra in receiving the “accolades, Henri 
Pescarolo. He has been sharing the winning car at Le Mans for 
the last three years and these victories are a fine testament to his 
skill 

These achievements are not unique at Le Mans for either 
manufacturer or driver but such a race requires abnormal 
human endeavour not only physically but mentally for the team 
manager, mechanics and the drivers. Congratulations to Matra 
and Henri Pescarolo on their joint hat-trick. 

Having praised Matra's efforts in sports car racing over the 
past three years, their continued participation in the championship 
after this year must be in some doubt, If they win the champion- 
ship this year there must be a very strong chance that they will 
want to move on to pastures new. They only had one serious rival 
at Le Mans, the Gulf-Fords, while in the championship itself only 
Alfa Romeo can be added to the opposition. If Matra feel that 
they have achieved everything in this class of racing at the end 
of the season (which they surely have). and pull out what will 
become of the premier sports car category in the world? Two 
manufacturers do not make a championship and is it really worth 
the FI size budget? The answer at the moment is probably no. 
The manufacturer's championship badly needs a boost—now if 
only those people with Fl cars they can’t race put sports car 
bodywork on them (which is essentially what the sports proto- 
types are) they would get some racing, 

One thing we in Europe have got to be grateful for is that the 
manufacturer's championship is many more times more healthy 
than the CanAm series. The 1974 Canadian American Challenge 
Cup opened at Mosport Park last Sunday and only produced two 
competitive cars (both from the same team). This situation was 
brought about by the rule makers although their motives were, in 
essence, correct. 

With the introduction of the five litre stock block or three litre 
racing engine regulations to CanAm next year interest should be 
rejuvenaced, with careful planning of the manufacturer's champ- 
ionship they could dovetail together nicely and give teams a 
really competitive season. The European season is packed with 
endurance races and a series of sprint events at the end of it 
would add another dimension to it as well as adding plenty of 
dollars to the potential prize money for the year.

Ralph Broad fights 
RAC tribunal decision 


‘A dramatic turn of events was 
the result of last Friday's RAC 
Tribunal which was held to. try 
and resolve the initial disqualifica- 
tion of Stuart Graham's Chevrolet 
Camaro and Andy Rouse’s Broad: 
‘speed Triumph Dolomite Sprint at 
the Martial International Gl race 
at Silverstone on May 12. 

We were told by the RAC that 
both cars were found, after the 
race, to have infringed the Appen- 
dix J Group 1 regulations by not 
having @ proper thermostat fitted.

‘Therefore, they were removed 
from the results pending an 
appeal. Apparently, both cars 
Were found to have a metal 
plate with a hole in it and this, 
according to Ralph Broad’s expla- 
fation to the RAC scrutineers was 
in line with what the regulation 
stated in that the “make and 
type of thermostat are free, but 


it may not be removed nor its 
position changed.” 
‘The RAC. tribunal to 


accept the “metal plate with a 
hole in it" as an adequate ther 
mostat so both cars were initially 
disqualified from. the results. 


Furthermore, under the fuling of 
the championship, both car and 
drivers will have to forfeit all 
points gained by them up to, 
and including, that meeting.

And of course, the all impor- 
tant question for the serious Formula 5000 
teams was “Do you think the fans are going 
to realise how much better than CanAm our 
series is?" 

Perhaps to European ears that sounds like 
a ridicutous question, but it's a well-known 
problem that North American spectators are 
far less informed or interested in the intri 
cacies of this sport of ours than are their 


Primarily for a weekend party out in the open

Mosport was one of many North American 
circuits whose managers were not convinced 
tuntil last weekend that the better. racing 
and lese obvious power and bravery. of 
Formula 5000 could appeal to hardgrain 
CanAm habitués. But it seemed that the Mos- 
port rormula 5000 race did appeal if for 
‘no other reason than the cool and wet events 
of Saturday saw a much more attentive and 
appreciative crowd than the larger but almost 
uncontrollable mob which ringed the circuit 
on the warm and sunny Sunday. 


ENTRY & PRACTICE 


The entry for Mosport was almost identical 
to that at Mid-Ohio two weeks ago. There 
were 22 cars in the paddock garage with 
the only new machine being All. American 
Racer's Eagle F5000/74 chassis number 4 
This car, owned by Los Angeles Ferrari dealer 
Francisco Mir, was delivered just a week 
before Mosport and had never turned a wheel 
when it was rolled from it's transporter in 
mid-week, it's bodywork sparkling in bold 
Strokes of orange, green and yellow paint 
Work. Mir’s driver was the very experienced 
Nestor Jesus Garcia-Veign wha last season 
won Argentina's own Formula One Champion 
ship. 

Garcia-Velga adapted methodically and well 
to the car and Mir’s teamwork was smooth 
and thorough. By the end of qualifving Garcia- 
Veign was the fastest of the Eagles (the 
works cars were, however, delaved in arriving 
for practice) earning himself the fifth fastest 
ime (1m 17.6 8). 

Tt was Mario Andretti who was the auickest 
of all this time. Andretti's Viceroy Lola T332 
Was unchaneed from Mid-Ohio with the team 
concentrating on some detail tyre-testing with 
a selection of very similar rubber In both 
Compound and construction. Mario was a little 
Unset to discover that it had been reporte 
that his Firestones had been. shredding at 
Mid-Ohio. The fronts, had been wearing 
unevenly and running In circumferential grains 
after that race but there hadn't been any hint 
of the rubber actually shredding or blistering, 

Andretti came out for the very unofficial 
Thursday session (two cars out at a time) 
and. in just six laps he did a 1m 18.5 8 
Which was half a. second faster than both 
Redman and Hobbs, both of whom had been 
out for a reasonabie number of laps on the 
previous dav. During Friday's official practice 
Andretti did just a few more than 20 laps, 
‘most of the time using a “control” tvre that 
was intended also for race use. Driving the 
Viceroy Lola very crisnly Andretti got down 
toa lm 148 s which wax nearly a second 
faster than the Gondvear-shod T332_ trlum- 
virate of Redman, Wietzes and Hobbs. One can 
Sense a skilful combination of seriousness and 
intmsiagm in Andretti as he attarks the 
problems of his first thoroughly organised and 
Gesizned road racing effort. Already Andretti 
is giving Goodvear some serious headaches 
and to judge by the tractability, and. respon. 
siveness of his Lola in relation to the other 
Taa2s It seems that Firestone is currently 
ahead in thie particular tyre war 

The Hans’ Holl ‘Steed Lola 1332 of Brian 
Redman with it's Broadley-modified rear sus: 
pension (the roll centre is a little higher) did 
hot seem to be well sulted to the many long. 
Giving curves of Mosport. Jim Hall was of the 
opinion that the rear tyres were jacking, 
Riving a sudden and rather unpredictable 
transition “from. noticeable understeer to 
similarly obvious aversteer 

Redman worked extremely hard throughout 
the three days that he practiced (he was the 
only one of Andretti, Wietzes, Hobbs and 
he who had never raced at Mosport before). 
Brian was constantly using up every inch of 
road as the car would pitch into that nasty 
oversteer condition, it's back tyres wagaling 
Toosely as he tried to feed in power in a 
series of jaggling bursts. Towards the end of 
Practice, with a set of soft Goodvears on the 
far, Redman’s times began to tumble but as 
he braked hard into the climbing and tighten 
ing Moss corner, the tail of the Lola whinned 
around. Instantly Brian flicked off the throttle, 
Sut the car barely responded, "so 1 decided 
to put my foot hard in it, and it just spun 
right around,” said Brian 

Unfortunately what should have been a 
harmless spin ended up with a crunching jolt 
There, just_a few feet from the edge of the 
track was Bill Tempero’s March and the nose 
of Redman's maroon car smashed against the 
back of the March, bending back the Lola's 
Ieft front wheel and creasing and cracking 
the tub. The unfortunate Redman was unaware 
of the parked March for not only had 
‘Tempero’s car been left too close to the road, 
but there hadn't been a hint of a yellow flag 
to warn of the car's presence. A disgruntled 
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Carl Haas pulled his team together for a full 

night’s work. "These people may know how 
to bring in the crowd," said Hass “but they 
don't know how to run a motor race. There's 
tno reason for these continual delays. We must 
be nearly two hours behind now and just look 
at my car.” 

Redman got down to a 1 m 15.5 s before 
his shunt, ‘Just. pipping Eppie Wietzes for 
second fastest time and the pole for heat two. 
For Wietzes this was a race which he wanted 
to win. Mosport is his home course and his 
patron Joan Clayton is the wife of Jim Clayton 
Who is the President of the Canadian Racine 
Driver's Association who. preside over all 
Internationals at Mosport 

‘This was also the first time that Wietzes 
had raced at Mosport since reaching his late- 
Blooming peak of recent years so he was 
quietly determined that this should be his 
Face, The spectators too were vocal in their 
support of Wietzes for it's not since the 
haleyon CanAm days of George Eaton that 
Canada has had any kind of too racing driver 
to support. The thickly-settled crowd threw 
up “Go Epple” signs and offered admiring 
cheers for thelr man whenever he came out. 

‘Wietzes' T332 was in the same trim as at 
Mid-Ohio, running on 13 ins rear wheels as 
the team have vet to receive anv 15 inchers. 
Apparently untroubled by this shai 
Wietzes spent a handful of fast laps chasing 
hard after Redman in the second mornin 
session and equalled Bria 
period with a 1m 15.6 s. After that Eppie put 
the car away, preferring to concentrate on his 
difficult CanAm Ferrari throughout the after 


a store of troubles waitine for 
David Hobbs and his practice was a succession 
of querilous problems. The modified, higher

Just missing the best of Garcia-Velga was 
Sam Posey whose practice came to an early 
end with the locker In the Wiseman gearbox 
breaking as it had also done in the race at 
Mid-Ohio, Sam was more than pleased with 
his Talon which was looking very well 
balanced and had the gearbox not broken he 
would probably have gone another second 
faster than his 1m 17.7's.

Woodner 
is beginning to show some very good spsed 
after his first year of F5000 last season with 
a McRae GMI, and his efforts seem to be 
helped by the advice and technical assistance 
of ‘his mentor Carroll Smith—the engineer 
who developed the Shelby Cobra back in the 
mid-60s. Woodner was seventh fastest on 
Tm 182 s. 

John” Gunn tried very hard with his 
Marchal America March 73A (Gunn calls it a 
JG1) and got down to a lm 186 s for a 
second-row slot. in heat two. Gunn was 
followed by the works Jorgensen Steel/ Mister 
Marty Eagles of Brett Lunger and Elliott 
Forbes-Rob'nson who recorded identical times 
of 1m 18.8 s. The Eagles didn’t arrive until 
Friday afternoon after the Customs men had 
held up their engines which had been flown 
in from California. In the short time avail 
able, both cars went well enough and Dan 
Gurney began to chip away at the oversteer 
problem which had afflicted the blue machines 
at Mid-Ohio. Lunger lost some additional 
time with a blown exhaust pipe gasket, while 
Forbes-Robinson’s efforts in just 22 laps on 
a circuit he had never seen before were very 
Promising indeed 

Evan Noyes was 11th fastest (1_m 19.0 s) 
in his Lola T332, but the engine broke in the 
race day warm-up and he didn’t have a spare, 
Running on his local circuit, Horst Kroll 
managed a decent 1 m 20.0 s after discover- 
ing a broken differential locker which has 
apparently been that way for at least a year. 


HEATS 
Saturday, the day of the race (Sunday, of 


course, being reserved for the featured Can- 
‘Am talent show), dawned grey and damp 
Just as the morning warm-up started, the 
Fain, too, started. It was just a dribble at 
first’ but ‘the clouds grew heavier and lower 
After the warm-up numerous people dis: 
covered glass chips in their tyres and there 
was a long delay while the course was 
inspected and swept of broken beer bottles 
By the tme of the delayed first heat start 
there was a steady, heavy rain streaming 
from the sky. 

‘Andretti won that first heat easily. His 
dominance was so much that after a quickly 
collected first Iap spin he still got through 
the next corner in the lead! By the end, 
Andretti was about 90 s ahead of Epic 
Wietzes who was comfortably clear of Brett 


Elliott Forbes-Robinson drove the back up Eagle especially well 


in the wet qualifying heat, beating Brian Redman in the process 
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Lunger. 

Garcia-Veiga forced his way past Wietzes 
on the first lap, but the Canadian got back 
to second on the next’ lap. Veiga spun off 
on the fifth lap and stalled and Wietzes drove 
comfortably to second place on tyres that 
were clearly no match for Andretti's new 
Firestones 

Graham McRae caught and passed Eunger 
by mid-race driving very coolly in the heavy 
spray but his Talon's throttle kept sticking 
and he spun. total of four times coming 
Out of the Moss hairpin. McRae wound up 
2 lapped fourth well ahead of Jon Woodner 
who had stayed close to his team-mate until 
having to stop to change back from his open 
helmet to bis Gell Star. 

‘Goodyear had two sets of their latest wet- 
weather compound on hand for Redman and 
Hobbs, but there was a serious wear problem 
on all but the wettest of surfaces to con- 
Sider. The worst of the rain began to go 
‘away with the end of the first heat and just 
as the cars began their pace laps for heat 
two the rain actually stopped, Hobbs had 
gambled that the road would stay wet 
enough and had put the new Goodyear's on, 
while Redman was running older and much 
Slower rubber 

‘That was the key to this second heat 
Hobbs easily outbraked Redman as they 
crested the brow of Mosport’s turn two and 
had pulled out six full seconds by the end 
of the first lap. David drove hard and fast to 
the midpoint of the heat and then began to 
search for the heaviest of puddles to keep 
his soft tyres from wearing away. 

Redman found his tyre selection to be 
thoroughly wrong. He was getting wheelspin 
in every gear all the way up the long, climb- 
Ing. back’ straight and found his oversteer 
problem to be downright scarey. For 20 laps 
Redman managed to keep Forbes-Robinson 
behind but the Eagle driver finally got by 
and then started a hard chase of Hobbs. 

Forbes-Robinson eventually got to within 
7s of the winner, throwing and 
catching his machine with armfuls of steering 
lock, feeding on the power In twitchy, wheel 
spinning bursts. It was, we remembered, the 


first time that Elliott had actually raced a 
Formula S000 car and here he was. passing 
Brian Redman, chasing after David Hobbs 


and finishing an excellent second. 

‘Sam Posey just managed to start this heat 
after the Wiseman spares finally arrived, but 
he found his gear ratios all wrong and drove 
to a subdued fourth, two laps dawn on the 
first three.

Forbes-Robinson lost 
his hard-earned second row place on the 
pace lap when the engine stopped for a 
moment’ with an electrical fault. He free 
Wheeled into the pits and after a hurried 
Stop he got back out to catch up to the 
back rows. 

‘Andretti leapt away from Hobbs as. they 
accelerated away, sweeping his way into the 
first turn in one long arc, his Firestone’s 
gripping tightly to the dirty surface, while 
the rest floundered and twitched their way 
through. By the second corner Andretti wa 
already clear of the rest and as he snicked 
crisply through the gears and into his second 
lap, he had pulled out nearly 4 6 worth of 
ead. 

Hobbs and Redman were hard together in 
second and third with Wietzes leading 
Lunger and Posey. McRae began to drop 
back almost immediately with a weakening 
engine while Woodner broke free of the rest 
and kept Lunger and Posey in sight until his 
engine seized after just four laps. 

‘Andretti's lead continued to grow by huge 
increments in those early laps. While the 
others would saw at the wheel, jumping on 
and off the throttle, their cars twitching and 
snapping under them, Andretti was feeding 
everything into long, uncomplicated sweeps. 
Ie seemed to be all’ in getting the power on 
to the road that Andretti was making up 
most of his time. His right foot was building

By the 26th lap Hobbs had knocked away 
the half-a-minute gap between him and 
Andretti and slipped by with Wietzes still 
chasing him, Andretti slipped further and 
further behind, but he kept his Lola running 
and it wasn't until the final lap that Hobbs 
lapped the Viceroy car. 

Just as Andretti started to fade, Wietzes, 
too, began to struggle, for all of his 
had turned on the rims, throwing the balance 
of the car out. There was then nothing that 
Eppie could do and David pulled away com- 
fortably. “That was the best race I've seen

MOSPORT CANAM 


Shadow boxing!

‘Thank God for the persistence of Jackie Oliver, Don Nichols and Universal Oil Products. With- 
out them the ‘CanAm would be little more than a tenth-rate side-show. Those days of 
thunder and glory and Innovation have slipped into the murky past and other than the Shadows 
‘and precious few hard triers the 1974 CanAm consists of a motley collection of barely 
Competent amateurs in old and thoughtlessly prepared cars. 

‘Jackie Oliver had to wade his way through from the back of the grid, and then wade through 
again and again before the flag came out to signal his and Shadow’s first CanAm victory. Ollie 
had to nurse the car to the end, for something had broken in the engine, provoking a worsen- 
ing high rev vibration. George Follmer led away from his pole position but a puncture around 
id-distance brought him into the pits and after a lengthy 90 s stop George fought back to 
within 2s of his team-mate, bre Emerson Fittipaldi’s outright circuit record by half 
& second, It was a thoroughly deserved one-two trouncing for UOP who have spent six, solid 
months organising their CamAm effort for 1974. 

‘Third ‘was the easy property of Scooter Patrick who finished a Iap and a half down 
‘with his ex-Revson/Hobbs McLaren M20. Patrick and crew chief Herb Kaplan have put in 
almost equal amount of energy to that of UOP and their immaculately-prepared car ws 
deserving of its placing as the winners were of theirs. Bob Nagel put in a good run with 
trusty, old Lola 260 to finish fourth, more than two full laps down but handily clear of o 
reliable Lothar Motschenbacher whose McLaren MSF came home fifth. John Cordts qualified his 
ex-Patrick MSF In fourth place but a fuel injection problem put him out after just one lap, while 
Epple Wietzes drove hard and vigorously In Herbert Muller's Ferrari 512M Spyder before 
pulling in with the fuel system refusing to deliver the last 10 gallons.

Heading the entry was, of course, the pair 
of new, smaller and lighter UOP Shadows for 
Jackie | Oliver and George Follmer. The 
thoroughly reorganised team began its new 
life last December 1 with the hiring of Mike 
Hillman from Ford's Boreham Competitions 
Department. By mid-March Oliver began to 
test the car and since then he has put in 
some 1800 miles with the prototype chassis. 
The car was designed to run on 26.5 in OD, 
17 in wide Goodyears but as this size would 
have been a one-off, applicable only to the 
CanAm Shadow, Goodyear were rather, slow 
to build the moulds. The car has then, been 
forced to run on taller, older Goodyears. In 
conjunction with this UOP have been unable 
to get the proper rear springs wound and at 
Mosport the car had a double spring arrange- 
ment with a 185 Ib spring working on rebound 
and separated by a spacer from the 650 Ib 
spring which does most of the work. Accord- 
ing to their suppliers both the proper Good- 
years and the titanium springs will be ready 
for Atlanta next month. 

Oliver didn’t bother to do a great deal of 
practice and after trying a few different 
chassis and wing combinations he settled 
down quickly for a best of 1m 14.5 s. This 
was within half a second of Donohue's pole 
effort of last year with the turbo Porsche 
917/30K and with a mere 730 bhp available 
it showed that the Shadow is indeed an effe 
tive racing car. In fact, the wide, black wedge 
looked co be much more responsive and precise 
than conventional, non-turbocharged CanAm. 
machines, 

Follmer had his first run in the Shadow 
‘a week and a half before practice started, but 
his day came to an early end with an exten- 
sive shunt at the very fast left hander which

Cordts packed It in after six laps with the 
fuel metering unit running far too rich. 

Nagel finally got by Motschenbacher when 
they and Wietzes came upon a roadblock of 
fumbling backmarkers, and it was the Lola 
driver who saw the right space at the right 
time, Motschenbacher stayed right with Nagel 
to the end, while Wietzes who was trying 
very hard and rather obvicusly getting held 
up by the faster Chevy-powered cars, fell 
back during the last six laps as the fuel 
system began to starve and the crisp Ferrari 
would sometimes fall flat and silent before 
picking up again. Forbes-Robinson got his old 
McLaren up to seventh, behind Gunn, before 
the distributor drive sheared. Until then this 
talented. newcomer to the American F5000 
ranks had been driving carefully, looking for 
‘a finish and a reasonable grid placing.

‘With Oliver back inthe ruck this time, 
Follmer simply leapt away from the rest, 
pulling out two seconds to Patrick on the 
first lap, while Oliver sliced his way up to 
fourth place behind Nagel. By the second 
lap Jackie was through to third and by the 
next time around he was second and just 
over seven seconds behind Follmert 

So the Shadows were already back to a 
one-two punch, with Scooter Patrick's blue 
‘McLaren ‘an equally solid third. Nagel was 
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all alone in fourth, while Wietzes had flung 
his Ferrari past Motschenbacher and was 
trying hard to reel in the fourth man. Behind 
Eppie, Motschenbacher was being chased by 
Gunn’ and Forbes-Robinson (who had used 
more revs this time in slicing through the 
Back rows and getting involved in the hunt) 
Lazier had done well’ to follow Forbes: 
Robinson through and was all by himself in 
ninth place 

‘On 2 couple of occasions in the first dozen 
laps, Oliver got caught up badly by the back- 
markers and Follmer soon found himself with 
2 20 second cushion. Just about this time 
Oliver began to feel the beginnings of 
@ vibration which soon grew steadily worse, 
He found that the engine, oF perhaps Ollie 
thought, it was something’ In the drivetrain, 
would vibrate very badly’ at the top end of 
the rev range s0 he had to ease back and 
let Follmer go. 

George of course, was doing just that, 
running constantly in the low I min 16 sec 
bracket and pulling out a 36 second lead by 
the 26th lap.

He lost nearly a minute and a half 
with the stop so that Ollie was over 50 
seconds ahead with 20 laps to go. 

Those last 50_miles were then a charg- 
ing match for Follmer. Oliver was driving 
carefully and as quick as he dared, keeping 
a watchful eye on the fluctuating oll pressure 
gauge. George was soon back into his rhythm 
and braking and flicking the Shadow as if 
it were an Fl car he started loping three 
and four seconds a lap off Ollie's lead. By 
the 40th lap George had forced his way to 
within 32 seconds of his teammate. Five 
1ps Inter there was only 21 seconds in it 
and George was cracking away at the lap 
record with every new circuit. 

‘The gap_came down dramatically in those 
final Inps. Sixteen seconds, then 13, then with 
just ewo Japs left Folimer was less than ten 
seconds down. Settling the car hard under 
braking, its nose snapping up under power and 
George just riding his fat Goodyears to the 
top of the curbs, he pushed his way around 
well into the 1 min 14 sec bracket, With one 
Jap “left he had hauled Oliver in’ to within 
four seconds, but Jackie was well aware of 
his teammate's charge and he held George off 
by_just less than two seconds, 

‘The Shadowblack Jackie and George Show 
has, it appears, arrived, Although | Follmer 
Is Contracted on a race-by-race basis only, 
there were ‘some hard words spoken 
and some pushing and shoving between the 
Shadowmen after the first heat. It seems that 
whoever is behind Is not supposed to force 
the pace and of course, Follmer did just 
that. Let's hope selfishness and politics d 
spoll the only ‘show to keep” this y 
CanAm alive. 

‘The all-important spear-carriers finished 
with Patrick driving fast and well, 
holding a steady fourth after 
Tenge had faded with more fuel starvation 
which brought him into the pits after 41 laps, 
‘and Motschenbacher staying on the same lap 
5 Nagel for fifth. Forbes-Robinson dropped 
away from Motschenbacher before packing, 
it in with a burned valve, Lazier stopped with 
more spark shortage and Cordts managed 
only one lap on a leaned-out and hesitating 
fuel injection unit.

RONDE CEVENOLE 


Jacques Henry saves the 
day for Alpine’s honour

Jacques Henry, driving a privately entered Renault Alpine 1800 saved what for a long time 


looked like a disastrous 
production Porsche Carrer 
driving a Renault 17 Prot 
moments were bleak indeed for morale. 

Jean-Luc Therrier, who won the event last 
year with an 1800 Berlinetta, caused the first 
headache when he strained his back during 
private practice which was diagnosed as a 
Slipped disc. So, Therrier was back in Nor- 
mandy out of action when he should have 
been driving the Alpine A310. — Jean-Pierre 
Nicolas stood-in to drive the new car and 
after a smooth run suddenly retired soon after 
the lunch halt’ when the water pump drive 
failed. Bernard Darniche, looking towards the 
possibility of winning the event with an 1800 
Berlinetta, lasted until quarter distance when 
a huge spin (leading the rally at the time) 
terminated with the Alpine going backwards 
into the rock-face, dislocating the engine and 


splitting the cylinder block in two, Jean- 
Francois Piot gave no problems however and 
apart from replenishment of tyres and brakes 


he drove the umpteen thousand corners of the 
course without putting one wheel wrong. 
‘The Ronde Cevenole has no comparative 
event in this country. The nearest equivalent 
would be to imagine a huge 42 km Eppynt 
stage, to be driven 10 times in succession 
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Wy for Renault Alpine Dieppe. Henry kept ahead of Guy Chasseuil's 
0 win by 1] m. With Jean-Francoise Piot finishing in third place 
type the Alpine camp left the Roside Cevenole 


‘sled but earlier 


(10 minutes for service after each lap)—the 
road constantly turning, climbing and drop: 
ping through range of 3,000 ft with a sheer 
Fock face on one side ‘and a never-never 
drop on the outside, It is a very, very 
“hairy” event’ indeed and. the. allowable 
margin for error is tiny. Any competitor who 
spins his car, however gently, must experi- 
ence heart stopping moments of fear and 
think himself very lucky when the car comes 
to rest in the road or against the mountain- 
side. 

‘One competitor did experience the sensa- 
tion of flying over the edge (at that particu- 
lar corner the view as he approached was 
only of the far valley-side two or three 
kilometres distant) and he is, luckily, still 
alive thanks to the random placement of a 
few scrawny trees clinging to the scree. The 
unfortunate driver was de Saint-Pierre who is 
now recovering from his injuries—less serious 
than ‘the as-first-stated fractured skull. De 
Saint-Pierre had already been off earlier on the 
second lap. After examining the wrecked 
car, it would look to be that he was being, 


perhaps, a little 100 brave with his machin- 
ery; an’ Alpine 1600 on Michelin XAS tyres 
and without a roll-cage, the Alpine fitted 
only with a braced hoop at the rear of the 
glassfibre cockpit. 

That is the sort of accident which must 
always figure somewhere in each driver's 
mind and coupled with the fatiguing pace of 
the rally it makes the Ronde Cevenole quite 
a forbidding challenge, Concentrating for 30 
minutes of nine-tenths driving is enough to 
Work up a sweat, To repeat this performance 
Aine more times in the space of eight hours 
makes this rally also a test of stamina and 
determination, 

Situated in the “Park National des 
Cévennes” the action of the Ronde Cevenole 
takes place over the twisting D roads between 
le Vigan in the south and I'Esperon at the 
north end. The area is about 80 miles due 
east of Albi in the South of France. 

‘The Ronde Cevenole started at 10.30 am 
on Sunday, June 9, after practice sessions 
during Saturday. Aipine's only problem on 
Sunday was their concern over Therrier’s 
absence, otherwise all was well with the 
cars. Other quick Alpines included the Aut 
center car of Jacques Henry and the similar 
1800 Berlinetta of Manzagol. In total. there 
were no less than 30 Renault Alpines entered. 
Fiat had sent two 124 Spyders for Barbaslo 
and Pinto and were using their new 220 bhp 
16-valve engines for the first time in com- 
petition, Both ran with complete reliability 

‘The next most popular car to appear in the 
final total of 80 starters (nine non-started) was 


at the opposite end of the league with 
the boxy little Simea Rallye 2, of which there 
were 11 examples—all driven very bravely. 


Group one accounted for 26 of the entrants 
with Barailler’s Opel Commodore GS/E seem: 
Ing a certain victor until the car stopped on 
the seventh lap with defective fuel Injection. 
Other top entries included the Sonauto BP 
Porsche Carrera of Guy Chasseull and Sainpy's 
Escort RS. 

‘All Teading entries survived the first 42 km 
1p of the course, the weather cool, overcast 
and looking like’ rain, Darniche sét a very 
Quick time of 25 m 59 s, not as quick as the 
circuit has been driven but good for. the 
conditions. Jacques Henry completed the lap 
only one second down—and he claimed afte 
wards to have been “learning the course” 
during his first couple of laps. Group two 
was being led by Sainpy from Clarr’s Opel 
Ascona and. group one, as expected, by 
Barailler. Lap two saw Darniche extend his 
lead comfortably but not all attention was on 
the time boards at the finish of the lap for 


Bernard Darniche led early stages. 
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simultaneously to the leading cars sprinting 
through the downhill finish, the Red Cross heli 
copter was lifting off and heading south. The 
crowds learned later of de Saint-Pierre's 
‘dramatic accident. 
So it continued, a remorseless battle all 
morning—Darniche going off on the third lap 
las impressively consistent with the 
the lunch halt finding him: 
Self sitting ina comfortable position behind 
Chasseuil's G3 leading Carrera, though Henry 
Wwas the one receiving the full attention from 
the Alpine mechanics, now with a  two- 
minute lead which Chasseull was determined 
to sort out in the afternoon, Plot was fourth 
and not complaining about the R17 which was 
being totally reliable and Pinto (showing the 
same magnificent form he displayed on the 
TAP rally) had placed his crisp sounding 
Flat Spyder into fifth place 
The rain (which had been promising for 
0 long that the pit crews had given up look 
ing skywards) suddenly began, first with a 
few big ominous spots and then a steady 
soaking just as the lunch halt was coming to 
fan end, Drivers, who had been tucking-in 
happily at tables laid on tyre piles and, the 
more exclusive, at picnic trestles, turned white 
faced while service crews panicked. Soon the 
hydraulic “jacks were skating everywhere 
(Sainpy's Escort contrived to fall off its jack), 
spectators were getting in the way, mechanics 
Were shouting and jostling at the tyre vans 
and the cars eventually rushed off up the pit 
road at a totally ludicrous speed to manage 
thelr restart call-up time (ludicrous in view of 
the total lack of crowd control). Sainpy's car, 
yet again, had another moment this time hav: 
ing tO brake from about 60 mph to av 
an‘opel Ascona which had been pushed off the 
jacks and directly Into his path in the “lane. 


Almost as if the weather was being con- 
trolled from the London Metreological Office 
the rain subsided with the “cing, quartre,

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Tom Pryce—on the way up 


Interviewed by IAN PHILLIPS 


Welshman Tom Pryce was 25 last week, he also signed with the UOP Shadow team to do all 
the remaining Grands Prix this year. Just five years ago he was training (o be an agricultural 
engineer but his life changed radically on April 25 1970 when he won the final of the Daily 
Express Crusader FF competition landing himself with FF Lola for the rest of the 


year. In five seasons he has progressed to being one of Britain's brightest hopes and a fully 
fledged F1 driver, a rapid climb up the ladder by anyone's standards. Last week Pryce, quiet, 
rather reserved and still unable to believe he's really made it, talked to us about his career so 
far and why he signed for Shadow instead of Hesketh Racing, perhaps the most glamorous 
GP in existence at the moment.

You left the British Club ‘scene to do F2 
when you were leading the BP Atlantic cham- 
plonship; how did this come about?

‘The Rondel cars were of course superbly 
prepared and they were a good team to be 
with.

I certainly didn’t think of Fi. I haven't been 
in racing all that long, at least I don’t think 
T have, and I was aiming to do F2 again.

Iwas going to try to drive it as 
carefully as I could, 

I got to the factory the night before the 


race and the car was nowhere near ready. I sat 
in the garage all night and fiddled with my 
belts as the team worked to get it ready 


We got to Silverstone and finished it off in 
time to give me four laps to qualify. Crikey 
was I nervous. The clutch didn't work and it 


had to be push started—but I did enjoy those 
four laps, it was fantastic. 
1 started the race right at the back of the 


grid, I'd only done those four laps, while 
everyone else had two days practice, but I 
was determined to pass a few F5000s, 1 didn’t 


like the sight of those in front of me. We 
got going pretty well and passed a few people 
and I got involved with Takahara in the works 
March. I passed him but the gear linkage 
started playing up. I had a bit of a spin and 
came into the pits to retire 


Formula Atlantic success came with the works 


I enjoyed it and I think the car went very 
well. The team were happy and thought we 
had good prospects s0 I was happy too. 

Your next race was at Nivelles. What was It 
like stepping into a GP with so little experl- 
T'did wonder if it was too early for me, I'd 
have liked a few more F2 races under my 
belt. I hadn't really driven since October '73 
and 1 was worried about whether I was fit 
enough to last the distance of a GP. I'd never 
Griven a race that long before and it worried 
me at the time. 

‘Anyway we got going and the car went 
very well. We qualified near the middle of the 
grid which surprised me. The biggest mistake 
we made was not testing the car with full 
tanks. Early in the race it was bottoming 
and ripped the underneath of the car and 
the nose was wrecked. That acted as an 
extra wing and blanked off the radiator so 
Thad to go to the pits 

‘Anyway I thought it was promising and 
the car was good, I must have made a good 
start because Redman and Jarier and others

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S The Saab is not a sports car, and its principal 
virtues lie in the comfort and safety with which it 
will transport a family from place to place. None 
of the 99s are slow, and all the two litre cars I 
drove or drove in would easily top 100 mph, but 
with the present law in England this is scarcely a 
reason to buy a car. Primary safety is well cared 
for as, apart from front wheel drive, the 99 has four 
disc brakes and an all independent suspension rely- 

on coil springs. The visibility and driving 

jon are excellent and one can adjust the seat 
for height, depth, angle and rake. 


The very construction of the car is designed to 
protect the occupants to the maximum and includes 
such items as longitudinal beams inside the doors 
to give protection in side accidents. The only thing 
which shows on the outside of the car are the two 
large rubber covered shock absorbing bumpers 
which are said to be able to absorb all of an impact 
up to about 12 miles an hour. The steering column 
is joined to the steering rack by a telescopic column 
while the rack itself is mounted quite well back 
in a protected position, which is possibly why the 
steering is heavier than it might be if the rack were 
more vulnerably mounted. 


It goes without saying that a Saab should have 
a good heating and ventilation system, and that of 
the 99 seems to cover everything including warm air 
for the rear seat passengers. There is adequate 
fresh air available from four vents plus the normal 
windscreen and foot outlets. 


One final point that deserves mention is the head- 
lamp washer/wiper which is now available on all 
Saab models. This I think is a very good idea as it 
operates in conjunction with the windscreen 
washers and really does keep your headlights clean. 
On all the cars I have ever owned, I know that the 
most frustrating thing is to have to get out on sum- 
mer nights and remove layers of dead insects from 
the lights in order to be able to see, or doing the same 
thing on a drizzly winter night after following a 
couple of lorries.

Austin Allegro 1750 SS—an 
Issigonis 5-speed saloon 


Its @ long time now since Alec Issigonis 
designed his immortal Mini, and BMC bravely 
spent £10 million to put it on the road. He 
followed it up with che best-selling 1100/1300 
and became Sir Alec for his pains, while 
‘manufacturers all over the world hastened to 
copy his transverse engine and front-wheel 
drive, 

‘Of course, we all bought his cars though 
we grumbled at the monkey-on-a-stick driving 
position, the small luggage boot, and the tiny 
wheels. Now, British Leyland have produced 
& new version, the Allegro, to eliminate these 
three causes for criticism, and it has cost them 
£21 million—inflation, that's what ! 

Even with a budget lke that, 
ines and. transmissions have had to be 
fapted to the new car. The subject of this 
Article, the 1750 SS, has the overhead-cam: 
shaft ‘engine and S-speed gearbox of the 
Maxi. The engine has been greatly improved 
since it first. appeared, with more torque 
fand less noise, but some Con:inental manu 
facturers now have a more efficient trans- 
mission layout, which eliminates the three 
ears of the primary drive train, However, 
British Leyland’s engineers have been very 
successful in reducing the noise and back- 
Tash from which this arrangement suffered, 
and it continues virtually unchanged 

It Is probably the height of the power uni 
occasioned by having the gears in the sump, 
Which has dictated a rather high scuttle and 
waistline. Otherwise, the car is “of modern 
shape and at last a’ sensible driving position 
has been adopted. Unfortunately, the makers 
still ensure the discomfort of the driver with 
thelr absurd square steering wheel. The man 
with L-plates, who grasps the wheel grimly, 
will find no fault, but the advanced driver 
will have the expense of changing the thing 
before he tries to do a Fangio, 

‘There is a large luggage boot and the tyres 
have a big enough diameter to wear well 
Above all, the radiator has gone to the front 
of the car, where it stops the engine from

getting swamped in a storm and does not 
Cook one front tyre, The suspension geometry 
follows the Issigonis formula with wishbones 
in front and trailing arms behind, but 
Hydragas has replaced Hydrolastic. There is 
still fluid inter-connection of the front and 
fear systems but the actual suspension 
medium is now nitrogen gas, compressed in 
Spherical containers at 250 psi. These su: 
pension units are sealed for life and contain 
their own dampers, which are large and work 
at_very low pressure 

The front compartment 1s easy to enter 
and the seats are comfortable. There Is qui 
‘lot of room in the back but it’s not easy to 
fet in, Decause the rear doors are very nar 
fow at the bottom. The controls are well 
placed and the gearchange is excellent. This 
Was not the case when the Allegro was first 
introduced, but the problem has now been 
resolved. The steering is not at all heavy and 
Quite quick, though strong understeer tends 

‘blur its ‘sensitivity during hard driving. 

The Hydragas suspension is better in some 
respects than Hydrolastic, the sick-making 
pitching of the 1100/1300 having been greatly 
Teduced, though the bonnet still rises and

ENTRY AND PRACTICE 


ie Mans—" La Plus Grande Course du Monde,” 
the biggest race in the world, is what the 
advertisements said for miles around the 
famous French circuit of la Sarthe. Perhaps It 
was true in past years, but this year, no 
matter how many roundabouts were erected, 
police put on special duty, publicity girls 
publicising. bands playing, airships flying and 
bright lights flashing, nothing could make up 
for the cars themselves; or rather the lack 
of them. 

This year, long before the start of the 24 
Hours of Le Mans it felt like a big cheat. 
With so much fuss that surrounds this classic 
race one could not help but feel cheated by 
the miserable 49-car field, of which half were 
not as good as those you can see wandering 
around ‘the paddock of a Brands Hatch club 
race any Sunday afternoon. 


What peopl: hat com to see was the 
Gitanes Matra Simca racing team using = 
sledgehammer to crack a peanut, their 
“Sledgehammer” being no less than four 
Matra. 670/680B. variants with only the two 
Gull GR7 3-litre prototypes capable of giving 
them any opposition and which were not 

wvoured very strongly to last 24 hours in 
any case. 

‘The Alfa Romeo team virtually gave up any 
chance of success in this year’s championship 
by deciding to give this race a miss, Alfa 
lot even attempting to take on the might of 
Matra. 

For the first time for many years there 
was space in the normally packed paddock 
While the usual fight for precious press pit 
passes was reduced to a slaw trickle of press 
fen, all of whom left satisfied, Most would 
have preferred to stay at home and watch the 
race on television, but after all, it was “La 
Plus Grande Course du Monde,” and so the 
press, like the drivers, dutifully arrived to 
Mnake the best of what there was. It was going 
to be a lean race. 

‘As usual, practice was run during Wedns 
day and Thursday, from late afternoon into 
darkness on each of the two days. As always, 
fone of the teams looked very active for 
With so. much hard work ahead there wai 
little point in rushing headlong into practice 
and risking a blow up or bent car. As ex- 
pected, it_was the Matra team that set the 
fastest’ laps of practice with their regular 
type Matra 670B with Henri Pescarolo/Gerard 
Larrousse who did a best lap of 3m 35.585, 
set during the first day's practice like most 
Of the quick times, That way, if an engine 
had to be changed before the second dav, or 
anything happened to the chai 
Teave an exten day to get things sorted out 
and cut out the need to take any chances 
With race engines, etc 

‘The pole-winning Matra, like the two others 
of Jean-Pierre Jaboullle/Francols Migault and 
Jean-Pierre Jaussaud/Bob Wollek/Jose Dol- 
elm were all the usual type 670C chassis 

feed thenughout the sprint races this yea 
but converted to Le Mans specification be- 
fitting @ heavier duty Porsche synchromesh 
‘gearbox and a longer tail section for increased 
fop speed and stability. Maximum speed on 
the Mulsanne straight was around 320 kph 
thanks to the longer tail. Making its race debut 
at Le Mans was the latest Matra-type 680B, 
the same chassis (in fact an old 670C chassis) 
ut with new bodywork and repositioned 
radiators. The front mounted water radiator 
‘was ‘moved to the side of the chassis opposite 
the oll radiator, which had been uprated 
having previously held places on both sides 
of the car. 

By moving the water radiator out of the 
way, the nose section could be made far 
more efficient with a deep concave between 
the wheel arches which afforded far gre 
downforce at the front end, Because of this 
the rear section also had to be kept its 
normal short length to keep the aerodynamics 
in balance, thus the new car was slower in 
top speed but made up for its deficit through 
the increased cornering speeds. Beltoise Jarier 
‘qualified the type 680B on the front row of 
the grid with a second best time just 1s 
slower than their normal team-mates 

‘The two Gulf cars took the next row of 
the grid with Vern Schuppan/Reine Wisell 
and Derek Bell/Mike Hailwood sharing almost 
exactly the same time of 3m 412s and 
dm 41.38 respectively. Unlike the Matra 
Simca team, the Gulf men were not without 
early troubles and most of Mike Hailwood's 
first laps on Wednesday were spent sitting 
‘out on the Mulsanne straight with a dead 
engine. The distributor driveshaft had some- 
how started to run out of true and sheared 
the rotor arm. The engine was changed over- 
night, while the team feared they might have 
to change the engine of the second car as 
well. Schuppan complained of a bad vibration 
and the oll pressure was a little low. They 
changed the CV driveshafts hoping this would 
‘cure the vibration problem but it did not 
‘and so that car also had a new engine. Like 
the Matras, both Gulfs were running long 
distance gearboxes, Gulf having fitted ZF 
boxes as they did last year. Following last

year’s breakage which put the leading Gulf 
far out of the race so early on the gearbox 
mainshaft was made more flexible than before 
in a hope to stop it shearing. Other than the 
different box, the two cars were much the

to be too worried about their best time of

‘Whether or not the leading cars were going 
to make a race of it or not would be the 
main. interest, but by the practice talk it 
Seemed that each team were simply setting 
themselves a comfortable lap time which 
they knew would be quick envugh but with 
‘Out overstraining the engine for 24 hours. 
Matra had set themselves a target figure of 
around 3m 50 s per lap while after thelr 
fecent valve problems the drivers were under 
Strict orders not to rev the engines over 
10,500 instead of the normal 11,500, hoping 
that this would save the valve springs that 
had broken in the past two races. The Matra 
team keep the same engines throughout prac- 
tice and for the race, each of them being 
specially built at their Paris engine shops. 

‘The fourth row of the grid was headed by 
the Porsche Carrera Turbo, the Martini team 
bringing along two cars for their usual pair, 
Herbert Muller/Gijs van Lennep, plus Helmut 
Koinigg/Manfred Schurti in a. second car. 
The van Lennep/Muller car was a brand new 
one and following the tests at Imola recently 
their car was using the new flat-mounted fan 
arrangement. The first day was spent with 
very long faces because the lead ng car could 
not break 4m but then somebody discovered 
that the car was only getting about 70 per 
tent power as the throttle was fouling the 
bonnet. A much relieved Muller went out 
Thursday and set a best of 3 m 524 5, 
although the drivers did not seem too happy 
about the car's ability to run for 24 hours 
after seeing the colour of the turbo system. 
It was glowing bright red and as van Lene 
put it: "In the middle of that lot is the 
{urbo fan running on a simple drip feed lubr 
cated roller bearing and turning at aroun 
90,000 rpm. t Just do not know how it will 


Right beside the Porsche was the de 
Cadenet-Ford DFV, still wearing small Duck- 
ham's stickers, but no longer bright yellow 
‘and called the Duckhams-Ford. Instead, it w: 
painted a patriotic British Racing Green and 
Mor carnet reasons) even carried a number 
plate and tax disc. "But I prefer the Mini in 
town.” Sharing the car with its owner who had 
recently broken his collarbone in a motor- 
cycle accident, were Chris Craft and John 
Nicholson, the car only running the bare 
‘minimum ‘practice laps but after minor sort- 
Ing setting ® respectable Thursday time the 
same as the turbo Porsche, in the hands of 
Chris Craft. In the end, de Cadenet did not 
drive because of his shoulder. 

Heading the fifth row of the grid was a 
new 3-litre Lola making its first outing in 
the hands of the relatively unknown drivers 
Michel Lateste/Heinz Schultoess. The 
new Lola T280/4 DFV was entered by 
Dupont Racing. Dupont also named as 
driver. After just two laps on the first 
car was towed back to the pits with a very 
secondhand-looking front end following a spin 
at the Esses, but all was repaired for the 
second day's practice, 

The Ligier-Maserati team were out in full 
strength for this race, both of their neat 
‘582s powered by the ‘more powerful light- 
weight 280 bhp engines, one of which has 
been used throughout the season. One engine 
had to be changed after Wednesday's prac- 
tice and so the team were late arriving for 
Thursday and were unable to better their 
previous times. Michel Leclere/Guy Chasseuil 
and Jacques Laffite/Alain Serpaggi were 
sharing the two cars which ended up very 
closely matched at 3m 564s and 3m 58.75 
respectively. They were split, however, by

Brillat, thelr best time being 4m 13.28. 

‘The squeeze meant @ serious cut back in 
the projected touring car programmes of 
Ford ‘and BMW this year and so one of the 
first races to be cut out was this one for 
the works teams. Despite this, BMW have 
sold several ex-works cars to private runners 
‘and so the next place was taken by the Jolly 
Club BMW 3.0 CSL of Manfred Mohr/Martino 
Finotto and Carlo Facetti. Only four cars 
made up the touring car class, this strong 
Itallan-based team comfortably quickest with 
a best of dm 14.25,

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Next up was the Carrera of Claude Ballot 
Lena being partnered once again by Vic Elford 
who won the class with a Ferrari Daytona 
last year. Their best time.of 3m 15.5 s headed 
the old 1973 Gelo Racing Porsche Carrera 
of Franz Pesch/Jurgen Barth/Georg Loos. 
Jobo Fitzpatrick has now parted company with 
Loos and gone to the Kremer team while 
Clemens) Schickentanz has. gone from 
Kremer to Loos. 

‘Their best time of 4m 17.65 was shared 
by no less than three other cars, the next 
one being the first Ferrari Daytona which was 
driven by Raymond  Touroul/"" Bardini "/ 
Claude Grandet. The second Gelo Carrera 
RSR, this year's car, was next with the same 
time, Schickentanz sharing this car with Barth 
and Loos. The fourth car on 4m 17.65 was 
another Carrera driven by Denis Rua/Henri 
Cachia/Raymond Tourol 

‘The only Porsche 908/3 entered at this 
race was the ancient example of Spaniards 
Francesco Torredemer/Juan  Fernandez/Bern- 
ard Tramont, their car not bettering 4m 18.05 
which was ‘equalled by the 3-litre Ferrari 
prototype. Three-litre Ferrari prototype? Calm 
down, it was not the Ferrari prototype but 
the Very original V12-powered 312B which 
had ended up in the hands of the North 
American Racing Team after its unsuccessful 
attack on CanAm back in 1969. They rebuilt 
and modified the chassis and put on all the 
original suspension, etc, plus a new 312P 
influenced body section. With the honour of 
running number one Jean Claude Andruet/ 
Teodoro Zeccoll were the named drivers 


Race day, like the two practice days before, 

‘warm and sunny and very, very close. BY 
the time the cars were led around for their 
pace lap, thunderous looking clouds wer 
Tooming on the horizon and mechanics made 
sure all the wet tyres were at hand. 

‘As the pace car pulled off it was Pescarolo 
who went into a narrow lead from Jarier, 
Jaboulll and Jaussaud. Already the 
second Gulf was well back after the pace lap, 
Schuppan slowing with a misfinng engine. 
‘As the cars sped down the Mulsanne straight 
Jarier and Pescarolo changed places, mean- 
while Bell's plan to try and lead the first 
lap was outfoxed by a wet track at the end 
of the Mulsanne straight. As the flag dropped 
it had started to spot with rain and for a 
few minutes it looked as if it was going to 
be a chaotic first lap with everybody stopping 
to change tyres. “I arrived at the end of the 
Straight and the track was very wet ©o I 
decided not to try anything heroic.” As the 
cars finished the first lap the second Gulf was 
in the pits for plug change to try to cure 
its misfiring engine which was eventually 
traced to a loose earth wire and so it wa 
well down the field as the race got underway. 
Another S-litre car in trouble right from the 
art was the de Cadenet when Craft came 
into the pits to have a loose wheel tightened, 


so by the end of the first couple of laps big 


gaps had opened up among the front- 
‘The Michel Dupont Chevron B23/6 was also 


effectively out of the race when he rolled 
to a stop just before the start of the Mul- 
Sanne straight with petrol pouring from a 
Split fuel line, He spent the next two hours 
trying to get the car back to the pits but 
when he did it was only a few more laps 
Before he was out for good. 

Bell battled with Jaussaud in the opening 
three laps, but on lap four the fourth Matra 
went ahead to make it the first four places 
for the French team. “I tried hard to stay 
ahead, but he just drove straight past and 
soon as he was ahead 1 picked up another 
‘300 rpm in the tow,” said Bell. Behind Bell 
the Muller turbo Porsche was holding a safe 
sixth place with the second turbo in seventh 
spot 

Farther back the Jean-Pierre Paoli-driven 
NART Ferrari Daytona was out of the rac 
at the Esses just after the start finish li 
When it locked a front brake and hit 
barrier. The car bounced back 
road and clouted the other side 
fore finally coming to rest for good with two 
broken wheels 

‘After eight laps the close dice between the 
two Ligiers fell apart when the Chasseuil 
car stopped to have a plug change, but the 
Teading car was still running strong and man- 
aged to pass the second turbo Porsche the 
ext time around. 

Every lap the two leading Matras, Pescarolo 
followed closely by Jarier, were pulling away 
from the opposition lapping in the early 

jes around the low 3m 40s margin with 
full tanks. Jabouille was holding a steady 
third and Jaussaud fourth having settled down 
for the jong grind ahead. Bell was also 
running strongly but outpaced by the Matras 
while Schuppan was still having a troubled 
time with the second Gulf, The clutch went 
‘over centre on lap 16 and he stopped out on 
the circuit for several minutes to fix it, then 
stopped at the pits to have the trouble 
Cured permanently: Once again the Australian 
Went out to try to make up all the lost 
places that he had spent so long regainie 
but when he got back up to 12th pl

not his day. 

Farther down the field things were also 
looking bad. The Porsche 908/3 was out of 
the race with a cooked gearbox, the Grac 
with a broken clutch and the Iafosse NART 
Ferrari Dino when it stopped halfway around 
the track with a broken clutch after a long 
atop with overheating brakes. The NART 
Daytona of Ethuin/Guitteny had also stopped 
early on with locked brakes after a moment 
at White House but got going after they'd 
Cooled down, The Wicky Porsche 908/2 spent 
most of its time in the pits trying to cure a 
Teaking fuel line and then a misfire, but after 
two hours of trying that was also pushed to 
the dead park. After a few painfully slow laps 
the second Wicky car, the De Tomaso Pan- 
tera of Max Cohen-Olivar was also out of 
the race with a broken driveshaft. 

‘AKthough the lead battle was starting to 
Jook like a total Matra benefit the battle for 
the GT class was really close, the four Porsche 
Carreras of Ballot Lena/Elford, Haldi/Feran- 
dez, Keller/Heyer and Toural/Rua separated 
bby jess than 25. 

The Toad Hall Racing Carrera of Mike 
Keyser/Paul Blancpaln/Milt Minter was in 
trouble early on with a leaking oil seal 
between the engine and gearbox, but after a 
very quick repair job it was back in the 
race and running strong again. 

‘The GT battle 
however, for the 
with a bearing collapsed where the halfshaft 
joins the differential. The team soon got to 
‘work ana within seven laps were back on 
the track again. Haldi was the next in trouble 
when he stopped with broken valve springs. 
the car retired after a brief effort at repairs. 

‘The Japanese Sigma was in and out of the 
pits with clutch problems which were finally 
Cured by fitting a new one only to find that 
the car would not start because of a faulty 


‘out 
three hours. It just was 


a 


fuel pump. Once again the overworked mech- 
‘anics set to work on another long job, the 
car having no more luck than last year when 
it went out with similar problems. 

Light amusement was provided by the Henri 
Greder/Marie Claude Beaumont Corvette when 
it left the pits after a long stop to change 
plugs. Greder bowled over a gendarme and 
the packed stands applauded wildly. Needless 
to say the unharmed policeman was not 
{mused and did not even get a chance to get 
the Corvette’s number. 

‘Alter two hours things were looking good 
for the Matra team, Pescarolo out ahead 16s 
ahead of team-mates Beltolse/Jarier who were, 
in turn, 185 ahead of Migault/Jabouille. Jaus- 
saud/Wollek had slipped a lap behind but 
were still a comfortable 1m 20s clear of 
the Gulf, 

Muller/van Lennep were only one lap 
behind the Gulf at this stage but would have 
been closer had Muller not had to wait for 
‘a long time while the Porsche 908/3 was 
cleared out of his way because it was being 
stripped down in the middle of the pit lane, 

‘The Ecuadorian Porsche 908/2 was ru 
ning slowly but surely and found itself in 
seventh place after both the Ligiers had run 
into problems. The Laffite/Serpaggi car spent 
tong time in the pits having @ set of plugs 
replaced trying to cure a misfire while the 
second car lost its seventh place when It 
made several stops to cure an oll leak from 
somewhere at the front of the engine. It was 
‘also in gearbox trouble for the driver wi 
having problems to get fifth gear. It looked 
‘as though the Ligiers wer "ined for the 
dead park sooner than expected. The oth 
Porsche turbo held eighth spot. Ninth was the 
Craft/Nicholson de Cadenet moving slowly but 
surely up the position sheets after its bad 
start, the car lapping quick enough despite 
its strict 9000 rpm rev limit to stand the best 
chance of being there at the end. 

‘The 3-litre Lola had started a long seri 
of pit, stops of “you name it, it had It 
wrong" and for the record's sake it finally 
retired late into the evening when water 
started to pour trom the head. 

During 1our the progress of the 
Ecuador Porsche 908/2 was slowed tempor- 
arly when {¢ stopped to have a broken fuel 
Pump replaced which lost it five laps and 15 
Places. The four Matras were back on th 
same ‘iap while the Gulf still trailed one Ia

‘The two turbo Porsches had moved into third 
and fourth spot while the de Cadenet was 
still running Like a train, a short 4 minute 
stop to cure a fuel leak being their only prob- 
lem and halting their advance on the Porsches 
temporarily. 

The Jabouille car was fifth after losing 
seven laps with its water problems, but after 
refilling the system several times they man- 
‘aged to halt the flow and as the evening 
cooled the car ran on almost untroubled 
other than reduced lap times for safety’s 
sake, 

‘After the Gulf troubles, the pits quietened 
down briefly, but then shortly before 11 pm, 
the seventh hour of the race, things started 
happening again. 

‘The second Martini Porsche retired in 
such a large cloud of smoke when its engine 
blew up at full revs down the Mulsanne 
straight that & was posted as having retired 
having caught fire, which most of the oil 
must have done as it gushed out on to the 
red hot exhaust. This left the lone Muller/van 
Lennep car holding third spot now six laps 
behind the leading two Matras which were 
still circulating on the same lap just under 
one minute apart. The De Cadanet was only 
four laps behind while the Gulf was back 
in fifth place, followed by the leading GT 
car of Loos, Schickentanz/Barth on the same 
lap, ‘the Gulf also about to be passed by a 
whole bunch of cars in the next five plac 
these including the two trailing Matras, 14 
laps behind the leading cars. 

The NART Ferrari 312P, which had been 
running slowly but surely throughout stopped 
for several minor reasons shortly after 11 pm, 
first’ with a misfiring motor and then a 
sticking throttle cable, Soon after it rejoined 
the second time, it stopped out on the clr 
cult for 45 minutes more. 

Both the Ligiers came into the pits and 
stood with the tail sections up for half an 
hour, the Leclere/Chasseuil car Analy being 
pushed away for good with valve trouble 
‘After running sick for most of the race while 
the Lafitte/Serpaggi car rajoined the race, 
having had a broken exhaust pipe replaced. 

‘Shortly before midnight the Matra team 
was suddenly reduced by half. The Beltoise/ 
Jarier car blew up and then just a few 
minutes later, Wollek brought the second

placed Matra into the pits covered in oil, 
that engine having also blown up, a big pool 
of oll under the car telling the story.

Into second place, still only five laps behind 
the leading car and four ahead of Chris 
Craft/John Nicholson who were running a 
strong third. 

‘The Gulf was back in fourth place and 
running well still after its earlier problems 
while sixth, and about the only untroubled 
Carrera of the race was the Barth/ 
Schickentanz car, now an. incredible fifth 
overall and leading the index of performance 
classification comfortably. 

The Jabouille/Migault Matra was closing 
fast on the Porsche however and was only 
one lap behind in sixth place at 1 am 
with the Cheneviere/Zbinden Porsche Carrera 


as the Porsche In front and chasing hard, 

Shortly after 1.30am disaster struck the 
gallant de Cadenet team as Chris Craft left 
the pits. He had stopped to report the hand- 
ling was not good and after changing a rear 
tyre he accelerated up the pit lane and then 
almost parked himself in somebody else's pit 
when the bolt broke on the rear left radius 
‘arm. Unaided, for he was outside his own pit 
area, Craft had to jack the car up and change 
the ‘arm single handed, which he managed 
@ do in 25 minutes. When he finally got re- 
started, the attentive French crowd gave loud 
applause. After completing 1 lap he stopped 
tthe pits to have his work checked over 
and then made another stop when a loose 
rear right wheel was causing the car to 
wander all over the straight 

The problem was not just limited to a 
rear wheel, however, for all the new ros 
joints put on before the race were completely 
worn out and so all these had to be replaced 
In another long stop. Despite more tops the 
de Cadenet was still in sixth place by 5 
but then at 5.23am, the dawn sun breaking 
che mist clinging to the fields, disaster struck. 
Nicholson had made two stops to have the 
rear end checked out and then on his very 
next tap the same corner broke as with Craft, 
only this time the car was travelling very 
fast right In front of the pits. It turned sharp 
right and slammed Into the barrier, bounced 
off and spun precariously down the track, 
finally coming to rest 200 yards up the road. 
Nicholson jumped out unhurt and the tre

A 
Sraall screw had broken in the distributor and 
try as he could he was not able to get the 
remains out to feplace it and get the car 
Tunning again. Schickentanz took a bicycle 
and cycled out to the car to try to help get 
it going again, but the frustrated Germans 
were Unable to manage it and were out of 
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thejrace, after holding fifth place and a strong

The Gulf was still six laps 
In arrears while the second Matra was sti 
‘making frequent water stops in fourth place, 
a further five laps in arrears. Just two laps 
behind the Matra there was a terrific battle 
for the GT class lead between the Chenevier:

fardini” the cars swapping places at each 

stop. The Hughes de Fierlandt/Richard 
Bond Jean Blaton Carrera had moved up to 
seventh place a further four laps behind, just 
wer a minute ahead of the NART Ferrari 
312P ‘which was still running although 
intermittently because of frequent stops to 
try to fix the gear change which at one stage 


came away in the driver's hand and caused 
hhim to be stuck out on the circuit for almost 
45. minutes. 

Next up, also on the same lap was the 
second Gelo Carrera of Franz Pesch/Jurgen 
Barth, which besides an early stop when 
Pesch clouted the front corner and the front 
right suspension leg had to be changed, was 
funning well. Tenth place was held by the 
Ferrari Daytona of Dave Heinz/Alain Cudini. 

By 6am the sun was already shining down 
warmly on the thousands of Frenchmen 
Hittering every square inch of grass wrapped 
up in their sieeping bags. Those up at White 
House saw the Harry Jones Ferrari Daytona 
drop even farther down the lap charts after 
‘@ spin, the American finally getting his car 
back to the pits 25m later with a rather 
secondhand looking front end but still » 

‘The Keyser Porsche Carrera was back in 
the pits for the start of a very long stop to 
replace its second gearbox/engine oll seal 
while the other Porsche Carrera of Jean 
Claude Lagniez/Gerard Meo was in and out 
of the pits getting sicker and sicker with a 
broken exhaust and leaking oll seal 

The Bell/Hailwood car was still running 
strongly but making long stops while the CV 
joint covers were repacked with grease; the 
reason they had broken before being that the 
Covers were expanding at high speed and 
allowing all the grease to be thrown out. 

‘The Zlltre Lola-ROC Chrysler finally came 
to a stop with dead electrics after a very 
good run, spoilt early on when the engine 
fost a flywheel and took all the electrics with 
it. [twas duly rebuilt and had put up a very 
impressive showing before it finally stopped. 
The Porsches soemed to all be falling apart 
by 7am, for the class leading car of 
Chenevier/Zbinden finally lost its lead for 
‘good to the Daytona when it coasted into the 
pits with a broken half shaft which took 25 
minutes to. replace. 

The Sigma, which everybody thought wai 
out of the race for good, and in fact was far 
too far back to be classified anyway, finally 
made. a. reappearance after following an 
earlier puncture with fibreglass patching gb, 
after four hours with a completely rebuilt 
engine after the army of Japanese mechanics 
Feplaced the compression seals but the 
applause as the car left pits showed 
appreciation for thelr dedication. 

Shortly before 8 am, the leading Matra gave 
its first sign of trouble since the race began 
when Larousse stopped at the pits with the 
engine misfiring badly. After several stops 
Guring which most of the electrical parts were 
replaced, the car continued on all 12 
cylinders, the two Frenchman lapping over 
four minutes per lap ina hope of keeping it 
running to the end. 

‘Also in at this time was the Hailwood/Bell 
Gulf which was looking very oll covered 
and when Hailwood tried to fire it up it re- 
fused to start, For almost 45 minutes the car 
sat in the pits while a new starter solenoid 
Was fitted and when it finally got going the 
Jabouille/Migault Matra had moved up into 
third place shortly after 8 am. 

‘At 8 am a quick count of the cars still 
circulating including those being worked on 
in the pits revealed just 24 out of the original 
49 starters. 

By 9am it was already really hot and as 
track and ambient temperatures warmed up, 
it put added strain on the already tired, The 
Jabouille/Migault car lapped slower and 
slower and slower in the hope of making its 
hot and tired engine last another seven hours, 
but its chance of catching the turbo Porsche 
for second place suddenly looked much better 
just before 10 am when the previously 
trouble free Porsche came in for an un- 
Scheduled stop with gearbox problems just as 
it did in Imola. A few minutes later it was 
back in the. pits when mechanics spent 13 
minutes working on the front end; something 
amiss with the steering. 

‘Muller continued to have problems with the 
Martini Porsche and could only find fifth 
gear easily so he made another quick stop 
for the mechanics to try and find him miore 
gears.

Matra were in for another shock when Pes 
carolo pitted the loading car with half his 
box out of action. The well trained Matra men 
Immediately set about stripping the red hot 
box, a desperate race for time as the Porsche 
turbo slowly closed the 11 lap gap between 
second and first place. 

Forty-seven minutes after it stopped, the 
Matra was on its way again to the ‘loud 
cheers of the crowd and the relief of the 
team manager for the Porsche was only one 
lap behind. At mid-day the third placed Matra 
was another 10 laps behind the leading car. 
While the Gulf was fourth still despite its 
Tong stops to try and get the mutor started 
each time. 

"The GT and index leading Ferrari was still 
fifth and running strongly only four laps 
behind the Gulf while a further four laps 
back the Chenevier/Zbinden Porsche Carrera 
got itself Involved in another big Daytona 
tussle with the Heinz car.

‘The Barth/Pesch Carrera dropped back to 
tenth place after a 25-minute stop with gear- 
box trouble like the turbo car and was limp- 
ing around slowly trying £0 save the box to 
the end, but with two hours 15 minutes to 
0, It was finally towed away to the dead 
Park, a piston collapsed. 

With three hours to go the leading Matra 
was being lapped at around 4 m 4.0 5, while 
Migault was taking things even more gently 
at around the 4 m 14 8 per lap, closing on 
the Porsche at around 15 s a lap and still 
with a good chance of making it a Matra 
one-two by the finish. With two hours to go 
the Gulf made an even longer pit stop than 
usual trying to get the engine re-started, the 
leading GT Ferrari getting dangerously close 

Just as the drivers were settling down for 
the final 90 minutes to the line, the dark 
clouds that had been building up since mid. 
day started to shed their load of water all 
over the greasy track, making the tired 
drivers’ jobs even harder, some easing around 
‘on dry tyres hoping that the shower would 

be over and the track dry again, while 
others stopped immediately to fit wet weather 
fubber. Fortunately the rain cleared up

almost as soon as it had started and it looked 
like being @ dry finish. 

‘With one hour to go the leading Matra had 
pulled out its one lap margin to five laps, for 
the Porsche Turbo was still limping around 
with third and fourth gear only. Despite its 
problems the car was still lapping quick 
enough to stay clear of the second Matra 
which still had an elghtlap deficit and did 
not attempt to try and speed up and catch 
the Porsche before the end. Instead it was 
more important to keep the Gulf down in the 
points table by taking third place, the Gulf 
8 further eight laps in arrears. 

The fifth placed Ferrari closed a lap on 
the Mirage, but barring another long stop it 
was not likely to close a further two laps 
over the final hour. 

Despite a quick spin in the wet the 
Chenevier/Zbinden was in sixth place but 
being hard pressed by the Heinz/Cudini car 
sul, and just 15 minutes before the end the 
NART Ferrari went ahead to make it a 
Daytona one-two for the GT category. Eighth 
place was now held by the Ligier JS2 whose 
hard work almost went up in smoke on the 
final pit stop when some spilt fuel caught 
fire in the engine compartment. The fire was 
soon put out, fortunately before any of the 
wiring was badly damaged and the car was 
able to keep going to the end. The 312P 
‘also kept on going despite its very sick- 
Sounding engine, taking ninth place. 

‘As the race finally drew to a close, only 
the change in the GT category provided any 
excitement on the track, while in the pits

the usual army of police arrived to make the 
famous Le Mans finish even more of 
spectacle as they struggled to hold off the 
éestatic. Frenchman wanting to catch 
glimpse of the winners, Pescarolo/Larrouss 
showering the champagne for the second year 
running, while for Pescarolo it was incred- 
ibly his third consecutive win at this event, 
proving for the third tme that brains and 
common sense is what wins a race like this 
‘and not just speed. 
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The Alfa Romeo GTV is small and expensive but has been 
very popular car for a long time. Having a considerably 
Shorter chassis than the saloon, it is much more sporting in 
character and appearance. 

The larger engine really does improve the maximum speed, 
as well as giving more vivid acceleration right through the 
range. The rest of the car is only altered in detail—one 
notices changes in the instrument panel and interior furnish 
ing—but the chassis design is unaltered, with wishbones in 
front and a live rear axle. If the springs and dampers have 
been revised, the effect is hardly noticeable without direct 
comparison. A recent improvement is the twin-circuit brak- 
ing system with two separate servos, which gives the four 
discs the bite of drums at four speeds but is not too light 
in action at higher velocities. Naturally, the superb 5-speed 
gearbox has been retained and the gear ratios remain the 
same but, most important, there is now a limited-slip differ- 
ential, 

I had already driven the 2000 in Italy and when I took 
‘one over for a longer test in England, my first impressions 
were confirmed. The larger engine is not quite so smooth 
and effortless as those of the smaller Alfas, but it has far 
more torque in the middle ranges. Indeed, it would easily 
pull higher first and second gears, which seem unnecessarily 
low. 

‘The car is geared to reach 120 mph in fifth gear at peak 
revs and this is below the red mark on the revcounter dial, 
so it can be maintained for considerable distances; indeed, 
speeds approaching 125 mph are possible under slightly 
favourable conditions. The direct fourth gear is good for a 
genuine 100 mph and third gets well up in the seventies. 
The gearchange, as always, is a delight. 

Not particularly quiet, especially when pressed, the engine 
makes a functional sound which few enthusiasts would want 
muted. The level of road noise is low and wind noise is 
never objectionable. The GTV is not as quiet as the Ailfetta, 
but that is a different kind of Alfa Romeo altogether. 

In some respects, the 2000 GTV may seem to over 
emphasise the vintage virtues. Though providing modern high- 
speed transport, it gives the driver as much fun as possible 
and, if he ever forgets, may remind him that he is driving a 
twin overhead-camshaft sports car. That Alfa Romeo know 
all about the latest trends is obvious when one has driven 
‘the Alfetta and the Alfasud. The 2000 GTV may even be 
the last of a traditional line of Alfa Romeos extending back 
many years, for in its healthy sound one can still imagine 
the whine of superchargers and the exhaust note of straight- 
eights. Future models, however fast and luxurious, may be 
‘a less perfect blend of the vintage and modern worlds and 
that though inevitable, will be a pity. 

‘Though sporting in character, the Alfa Romeo is above 
all a practical high-speed touring car. It delights the enthu- 
siast, but its stamina and infrequent servicing commend it 
to the man who works his car and himself ¢o the linrits. It 
has many useful features, notably the little levers for setting 
the angle of the dipping headlamps, for a heavily loaded 
luggage boot or an empty car may cause dazzle or too much 
dip. This is a high-performance car with a famous name for 
the man who likes his journeys to be fast and fun.
